Wasurxeron, D. C., March 18.—Gen. Nelson A.

That was the best place for him to see the proces- 
sion. He was also anxious to see how the new 
President conducted himself in the new occupation 
of reviewing what was strictly a military parade. 
He said: “If Grant or Sherman had been reviewing 
that procession they could not have shown a more 
thorough khowledge of what was required. There 
isan etiquette of salutes upon such an occasion 
that is generally unfamiliar to civilians. Every 
officer in command of a regiment in a grand review 
is required to face about and salute the reviewing 
officer. In the case of the Commander-in-Chief, 
who isthe President, he is not expected to return 
any of the salutes except those of the commanders 
of the divisions. I noticed that upon the fourth of 
March Mr Cleveland did not stand bowing and 
smirking after the fashion of politicians to every 
salute offered him, but only returned salutations to 
the commanders of the divisions, as the etiquette 
of the occasion required. I also noticed,” said the 
General, “that there were one or two Southern 
organizations in the procession that did not carry 
the National colors. The President did not return 
their salutations.
